Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 and 4-9 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 4-7 are allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a 

radiographic device comprising a stub shaft attached to a midpoint of a first bracket 
cross support for coupling to a mounting assembly and wherein a Y axis passes 
substantially through a radiographic head center of gravity and extends substantially 
perpendicular to an X-axis as claimed. 

Claims 8 and 9 are allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a 
radiographic device comprising a yoke including an outer bracket having a stub shaft 
sized for insertion into a horizontal mounting member and rotatable within a horizontal 
mounting member about a Y axis extending substantially parallel to the longitudinal 
direction as claimed.
